‘Thre is an old saw to the effect 
that “if you do not help yourself,

Tt is beginning to look as if that 
is true, insofar as the establish- 
ment of a rural mail route in 
North Grimsby, west end, below 
the mountain, is concerned. Ap- 
porently the farmers do not want 
to help themselves, therefore the 
Post Office Department is not go- 
ing to help them. 

Before the war Councillor Wm. 
Mitchell took up the of 
establishing a rural mail delivery 
route in this territory and was 
making very satisfactory progress 
when Hitler broke loose. Every- 
thing was left in abeyance. 

Last summer he again took the 
Matter up and Postal Department 
made a re-survey and then ad- 
Vertised for tenders for the deliv- 
ering of the mall. They also asked 


j that all persons living on the route, 


‘who wished rural delivery, to call 
at the Grimsby Post Office and re- 


| ceive a form. They were to fill 


this form out in detail, sign it and 
return it to Postmaster Bromley. 
Some of the people have done so, 
but the big majority have not done 
po. Until the required 60 per cent 
of the residents on the proposed 
route do fill in aiid return this 
form, there will not be a mall route 
established. 

‘The farmers all want the rural 
delivery of mail, but the most of 
them are too lazy to go to the 
Post Office and get the required 
form, take it home, fill it in, sign 
it and return it to the Postmaster. 
Until a sufficient number do so 
they will continue to come to town 
for their mail. 

That big majority of residents 
who have failed to perform this 
little task, better do so at once 
and in a short while they will have 
their rural mail delivery.

Happy News For 
Telephone Users 


Bell Tel. Co. Proposes To Ex- 
tend Rural Services And 
Cut Down On Party Lines. 


As the first stage in a $10,000,- 
000 program to expand-and im- 
prove rural telephone service, The 
Bell Telephone Company of 
ada has added 5,400 more rural 
telephones to ite system in 1945, It 
was announced this week. 

Carried out in spite of the short- 
age of materials and manpower, 








these additions bring the total of 


rural telephones served by the 
company to the record high of 
more than 56,000 at the beginning 
of 1946, And there are also approx- 
imately 110,000 rural subscribers 
ot independent companies with 
access to Bell lines through con- 
necting arrangements 

It is proposed during the next 
few years to reduce the number of 
telopione subscribers on a rural 
telephone line, and this alone will 
require over 1,000 circuit miles ot 
additional wire, with thousands of 
pole replacements, cross-arma, etc 
This reduction in load will enable 
isting rural telephone users to 
get an Improved service, and will 
be carrying out the recommend 
ations made by subscribers them: 
selves in answers received from a 
rural opinion questionnaire cireul 
ated by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany in 1945. 

In order to provide for growth 
on existing routes, a further two 
to three thousand circuit miles of 
wire will be required, and to extend 
service beyond present r it is 
estimated that almost 3,000 more 
miles of poles and wire must be 
constructed. This latter change 
will encourage the provision of 
service in the fringe areas of ex 
changes

It is estimated that 65% of the 
population of Grimsby is now sup- 
plied with sewers, The problem is 
to give the same service to the 
remainder of the population 

During war years it was impos- 
sible to procure either material or 
labour for extension to the sewer- 
age system. The Town Council are 
alive to the problem and have al 
ready engaged a firm of engineers 
to submit a report on the changes 
that are needed.
